It is understood that sentencing catholic Father 
Choe Ki-sik to prison shows that only religious activities should be 
allowed under the existing legal systen. 


1. Om Father Choe Ki-sik's sheltering the criminal offenders: 


Whether or not Father Choe's sheltering of the offenders is criminal has 
drawn attention, because friction between canon law and positive law has 
become tangible through the case for the first time in our country. By 
sentencing Father Choe to jail, the court has supported the position of 
positive law that even clergymen are subject to punishment without 
exception before national laws and that only religious activities shall 
be allowed under the existing legal systen. 


2. On the arson: 


The panel has shown its firm stance that the arsonists should be severely 
punished by passing heavy penalties on Kim Hyon-chang and Mun Pu-sik and 
the S-member arson team. It is understood that arson that claimed the 
life of a student engaged in study cannot raise sympathy. The arsonists 
themselves have shown the attitude that they had no excuse for killing 

a student with their arson. 


The prosecution has found that the arsonists wanted a subversive popular 
uprising and the withdrawal of the U.S. troops from Korea, prompted by 
alienation between the United States and Korea. The court accepted this 
security-linked assertion of the prosecution. The panel has deplored the 
fact that the result of the arson made our position toward the United 
States--our 100-year-long close ally--awkward and that it plunged our 
government into a predicament in international society. 
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3. On leftist ideology: 


The view held on the indoctrination of the arsonists and its role in soti- 
vating the arson was important in determining the nature of the arson. 

The defendants asserted in their statement to the court that their 
gatherings were not aimed at inculcating leftist ideology, but at criti- 
cizing realities. However, the court judged that, in view of their radical 
acts and the books they read in the course of studying ideology, their 
study was far from being purely academic. 


The prosecution pointed out that their leftist nature was proven by their 
authorship of leaflets on “The Complete Preparations for Northward Invasion" 
and “The Withdrawal of the U.S. Troops From Korea” and their secret lis- 
tening to the broadcasts of North Kores. 


The court announced that it found tae defendants guilty of assisting the 
activities of anti-state organizat’ons by echoing the ideologies of 
overseas communist organizations aad North Korea. 


We view the heavy sentences passed on the defendants as the consequences 


of their criminal act and as a warning against impure leftist attempts 
to penetrate campuses.

ROK DAILY VIEWS PLAN FOR SEOUL OLYMPICS, ASIAN GAMES 
SK161307 Seoul CHUNGANG ILBO in Korean 11 Aug 82 p 3 
[Commentary by reporter Pak Kun-pae] 


[Excerpts] The master plan for the 1988 Seoul olympics and the 1986 Asian 
games announced by the Ministry of Sports on 11 August gave an outline of 
the scope and contents of these two great national events that is judged, 
at this point, to be most reasonable. The gist of the plan lays out a 
total of 566 projects and a finalized budget amounting to 606 billion 

won. This is the first official plan for the Seoul olympics and Asian 
games and will serve as the guideline for various preparatory works. 


It appears that the plan was announced to brush aside the prevailing 
speculation among some Koreans that the country may suffer a huge financial 
deficit by hosting the olympics and Asian games, one following the other 

by 2 years. The speculation points to previous instances of foreign 
countries that have suffered inflation as a result of hosting the olympics. 
Therefore, the plan showed an optimistic view that the nation will not 
suffer any side effects from hosting the olympics and Asian games. More- 
over, it presented a view that the foundation for internationally promoting 
the political, economic and cultural position of the nation will be consoli- 
dated by hosting the international games, thereby demonstrating a firm 

will to successfully carry out the events. 


As revealed by the concerned official of the Ministry of Sports, we 
should anticipate a considerable increase in expenditures during the 
execution of the projects since the budget was designed for the minimums 
and in consideration of previous instan..s in other countries. On the 
other hand, there is a strong possibility that the income projects of the 
preparatory committee of the Seoul olympics, such as the sale of souvenirs 
and lottery tickets, may face many difficulties. In particular, this 
master plan tailed to show any concrete measures for expanding accommoda- 
tions--the most serious problem--improving the urban circumstances and 
removing any public nuisance. The plan was designed to shift the issue 
to the general development plan of national land. 


Therefore, some doubts as to whether or not hosting the olympics and Asian 
games will be successful are still prevailing. In particular, the plan 
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estimates the number of foreign tourists to be from some 150,000 to 350,000. 
However, this plan only vaguely presents the types of accommodations, such 
as expanding boardinghouses on campuses, using newly built apartments as 
temporary hotels, lodging visitors in private homes, anchoring passenger 
ships at sea off Inchon and so forth, including using the existing hotels 
and high-class inns, which only have a total of 30,000 rooms. 


According to the plan of income and outgo, expenditures will be drastically 
increased beginning next year and some 68 billion won of deficit will be 
incurred by 1984. It is planned that this deficit will be supplemented 


by loans, thus raising the possibility that it would function as a sinor 
factor for inflation.
